This was West's only defen- 
sive trick, but he was now in 
position to lead a hearl through 
the dummy.

Seewald hadn't known, of 
course, whether his partner held 
a trump trick, the ace of dia- 
monds, or both, He just knew 
that a heart lead at the second 
trick could not cost anything 
and might well be the only way 
to set the game contract.

The United States took more 
rubber from the Federation last 
month than for some time — 
yearly 10,500 tons — mnking a 
total of almost 26,000 tons since 
January.

CASE FOR CROWN 


In his opening which occupied 
85 minutes, Mr Hooton said that

“The case for the Crown Is 
this; That these two men did 
murder this’ woman and the
